"I APPEAL TO THE PEOPLE" 
Submission of a resolution in the sen- 


ate by Mr. Xorris of Nebraska directing 
the state department to vise the passport 
of Mrs. Anna Lerner calls attention again 
to a gross, barbaric injustice which this 
government is perpetrating to the injury 
of an innocent young woman and to the 
disgrace of republicanism. The state de- 
partment not only refused to allow her to 
return home to the United States, but has 
given no justifiable reason for sternly rul^ 
ing her into permanent exile. 
\ 
Mrs. Lerner was born in Russia, but 


came to America with her parents when 
four years old. 
She took a business 


course after finishing her studies in gram- 
mar school and at fifteen went to work in 
Philadelphia as a stenographer. She 
speaks no other language besides Eng- 
lish. 
According to her own statement 


she believed thoroughly in American prin- 
ciples. She is now nineteen years old. 


"While in Russia sne married a soldier 


honorably discharged from the United 
States army. 
She was " then, just past 


eighteen, and, as her father had not tak- 
en out his citizenship papers, the state 
department classed her as an alien under 
the new exclusion law. Here is a woman 
who was educated and trained in the 
United States, and who is familiar with 
none but American principles and cus- 
toms, and who speaks only the English 
language. If she has, by chance, any 
doubtful opinions as to government, she 
learned them in the United States. She 
could have learned them nowhere else. 


As Senator Norris says, what nation 


or government is under obligation to this 
unfortunate woman if the American is 
not ? As he says, what right have "we to 
exile a woman who was educated and 
trained in the United States. As he says, 
iwhat right have we to force some other 
nation to grant her asylum? Mrs. Ler- 
ner is an American product. 
She is 


American- 
She was educated and she 


earns her living in the United States, 
and her husband, and her family and 
friends live here- 
There is no known 


reason for excluding her from the United 
States. But if there were would not we 
be responsible for whatever opinion she 
might have to which the state department 


- might object? 


Senator Norris should keep up the 


fight until he compels the state depart- 
ment to allow her to come to her soldier- 
husband. 
The young woman has every 


justification for maintaining that the 
United States is under moral and civic 
obligation to her.

Chamber of Commerce speaks on a public 
or political question in support of a party 
or public official they do more harm to the 
intended beneficiary than good. Mr. Cool- 
idge would be better off with their oppo- 
sition than with their indorsement.

MORE FAT SOLUBLE VITAMIN 


Plain cod liver oil contains more vitamin than 


any other substance. 
It is rich In the fat soluble 


vitamins and much richer than butter In tlic vita- 
mins which prevent rickets. 


Cod liver, oil. the plain, preferably unrefined or 


unpuriried article, has long borne a good reputa- 
tion in medicine. Long before the vitamins were 
conceived (we must remember that no one has yet 
discovered or Identified any of the vitamins) phy- 
sicians had found* that cod liver oil possessed pe- 
culiar virtues as a remedy in rickets. In many cases 
of tuberculosis, retarded growth In the young, some 
cases of bronchitis and some cases of depressed vi- 
tality. Since tho Idea of these unidentified accessory 
factors which are called vitamins was conceived, 
by research workers experimenting: upon animals 
In the study of nutrition, many of tho old' medical 
assumptions regarding: the value of cod liver oil 
have been established on a scientific basis, and sev- 
eral newly recognized facts have been added to our 
knowledge of tho effect of this sterling medic'ne. 
Again 1 particularize, we are speaking of P-aln 
cod liver oil.

The fact that from six to 
perhaps ten times the amount of the 
face value of money In circulation is 
spent every week is due to the exls 
tenee of credit. 


MATTER OF CONFIDENCE 


This credit of confidence is of two 


sorts—first the belief that people ac- 
tually will pay_ debts contracted by 
them, and. second the belief that slips 
of paper are, indeed, as good as cash 
The increased use of the bank check 
has been a phenomenon of American 
finance. No 
oth«r country in the 


world uses the bank check to as great 
an extent as the United States. Near- 
ly all transaction, even small ones, 
are done by check. 


The same sort of confidence that 


has made paper money possible has 
made the bank check possible. A man 
writes a few words on a piece of pa- 
per and It becomes as good as gold. 
True, some bad checks are issued but 
when compared to the number of 
good ones, the spurious paper in neg- 
ligible. It is the rare exception when 
the bit of paper Is found to be worth- 
less, and the American people have 
gained so much confidence In this 
convenient method of exchanging 
values that checks are taken freely 
by everyone.
